Jury Fail to Agree in 
Murder Trial. 
THREE RETIREMENTS. 

There was a’ very unusual deve- 
Jopment at ‘the close of the Yaumati 
. murder trial yesterday, when after 
‘a retirement of two hours and ‘a 
half the jury could not agree upon 
any of the paints, raised as to a 
verdict. - ¢ . 

The Chief Justice explained that 


in certain cases a majority verdict’ 


‘might be accepted, The jury ac- 
cordingly retired again, but on their 
return were still unable to return 
a majority verdict of either not 
guilty or gullty of manslaughter. 

Replying to the foreman (Mr, 
B.C. Field) His Lordship said that 
a'majority might bring in o ver- 

‘ ; dict of guilty or not guilty of man- 
slaughter, but any verdict of 
murder must be unanimous. The 

. jury retired forthe third -time, but 
were still unable to agree. 

His Lordship, having questioned 
them a8 to thelr verdict, discharg- 
ed the. jury and -remanded .the 
‘prisoner,, The case was adjourned 
until °Thursday next’ ‘when Mr. 
Fitzroy, for the’ prosecution, will 
indicate his line of action. 

An. Unusual Case. 

In summing up'in the afternoon, 
His Lordship said the'case had cer-' 
tain unusual and mysterious fea- 
tures, requiring very careful con- 
sideration. It °would be possible 
for the. jury to: bring in a 
verdict of ‘manslaughter if they 
so found. Dr. Uttley’s evid- 
ence he ‘found inconsistent, but 
it’ was dificult to rejéct his evidence 
‘on the question of concussion. The 
defence had called no evidence * to 
substantiate this point. The jury: 
had to form their’ own opinion as 
_to strangulation or not. eX 

'. The story of the adopted brother 
was the most damning against pri- 
“ goner,. It was’ difficult to see 
J why it should have been given were 
it not true. But there’ were several 
curious differences in his story, not 
all of which conflicted’ ‘with the 
other’ witnesses, however.
